HUNDREDS of residents vented 
their anger at plans for a major new 
housing development on farmland 
near Old Harlow during a fiery pub¬ 
lic meeting. 

More than 300 people packed out St 
John’s Arts & Recreation Centre to voice 
unanimous opposition to the proposals, 
which could see up to 1,200 homes, new 
shops and even a primary school built on 
wheatfields bordering Gilden Way, historic 
Harlowbury Chapel and the Gibberd 
Garden in Marsh Lane. 

The 49-hectare site is owned by a con¬

Barratt, Taylor Wimpey and Persimmon. 
The development team hoping to submit a 
planning application to Harlow Council 
early next year. 

Friday’s two-hour meeting, chaired by 
former Harlow MP and current Harlow 
Civic Society chairman Stan Newens, saw 
members of the public rally together 
against the plans and agree to set up a 
steering committee to co-ordinate opposi¬ 
tion. 

Speaking to the Star after the meeting, 


Mr Newens said he had been hugely 
encouraged by the turnout. “The fact that 
so many residents have given up part of 
their evening to attend this meeting shows 
just how strong the public opposition to 
these plans is,” he said. 

“By setting up a steering committee to 
oversee efforts to fight these plans we can 
ensure our response is strong, co-ordinated 
and unified, giving us a much better chance 
of success.”

Council to overhaul leisure discounts 


A UNIVERSAL card system 
which enables all Harlow res¬ 
idents to get discounts on 
leisure activities in the town 
is set to be scrapped. 

Councillors will discuss 
ditching the Leisure Card 
scheme tonight (Thursday) in 
favour of a new system that 
targets only students and 
those on benefits. 

The current system cate¬ 
gorises users into three differ¬ 
ent groups, one of which is 


available to any resident. 

Under the new proposals 
those entitled to the new card 
will be people claiming hous¬ 
ing or council tax benefit, 
those on income support, Job 
Seekers’ or Employment Sup¬ 
port allowances, the disabled 
and those with special needs, 
and full-time students. 

Residents aged over 60 and 
on low incomes will also con¬ 
tinue to receive a discount. 

Joel Charles, chairman of 


Harlow Council’s community 
and citizenship policy work¬ 
ing group, said: “We think 
this proposed reorganisation 
is a sensible one that targets 
discounts at those residents 
who need them most. 

“Like many authorities, we 
no longer directly run many 
of our facilities so the old 
Leisure Card system was in 
need of updating. 

“Those who need help 
most will not lose out.”

on the Local Development 
Framework - the town’s long-term 
planning blueprint - and Mr 
Newens urged residents to take part. 

“It’s incredibly important that as 
many residents as possible register 
their concerns with these plans by 
participating in the council's LDF 
consultation,” he said. 

Issues raised during the meeting 
included concerns over inadequate 
drainage, increased traffic, visibili¬ 
ty and the potential extra strain any 
large-scale development would 
place on local services including 
schools, GP surgeries and hospitals. 

Local archaeologist Mike Jury 
described the 49-hectare site as 


“one of the most important prehis¬ 
toric sites in the country” and 
warned that significant finds could 
be lost forever if the land was devel¬ 
oped, while Gibberd Garden trustee 
Ken Collins said the development 
would destroy a haven of peace and 
tranquillity. 

Sheering Road resident Colleen 
Morrison told the meeting she had 
collected more than 2,400 signa¬ 
tures on a petition against the pro¬ 
posals, before nine-year-old Samuel 
Redgewell spoke on behalf of local 
youngsters, calling for the site to be 
safeguarded so future generations 
could enjoy it for recreational use. 

But Robin McCartney, chairman 
of the Churchgate Street Residents’ 
Association, warned that the fight

to save the land would need to be 
backed by a “considerable amount 
of money” and set up collection 
buckets at the exit to get the fund 
started - a move fully endorsed by 
Mr Newens. 

“Make no mistake, this will be a 
long battle and we will need as 
much money as possible to continue 
the fight,” he said. 

“We will need to pay for the hire 
of venues to hold further public 
meetings, the printing of posters, 
leaflets and flyers and possibly even 
legal representation if it gets to that 
stage. 

“I would urge anyone who sup¬ 
ports our cause to give as much 
money as they can afford, no matter 
how small the amount.”

THE headteacher of a school which 
has raised standards to such an extent 
that it is no longer rated ‘unsatisfac¬ 
tory’ by education inspectors has 
praised the hard work of her staff and 
pupils. 

An Ofsted report published on Friday said 
Spinney Junior School now provided an 
acceptable standard of education and in some 
areas was even classed as outstanding. 

The assessment comes little more than a 
year after the school was put in special meas¬ 
ures and rated unsatisfactory in almost every 
aspect. 

The latest inspection report recognises the 
schooFs rapid turnaround just 21 weeks after 
the appointment of an interim headteacher 
and deputy. 

This week head Leila Yates said: “Some 
parents have commented that they didn’t need 
Ofsted to tell them what had happened at the 
school because they have noticed the differ¬ 
ence themselves. 

“But we are very proud and relieved that 
our hard work has been recognised and 
rewarded. There was talk that this was one of 
the quickest turnarounds around. 

“The hard work comes from everyone from 
the caretaker to myself, the staff, the children 
and the whole community. Every-body has 
contributed to this success.” 

The report said new leadership had raised 
expectations and standards, improved pupil 
progress, eliminated inadequate teaching and 
improved behaviour and attendance.

“There was clear evidence that pupils were 
responding positively and making rapid 
progress as a direct result of the improve¬ 
ments in teaching and learning,” said the 
inspectors, who visited the school earlier this 
month. 

“It is difficult to say what more could have 
been achieved by the current senior staff in so 
short a timeframe. The capacity to improve is 
outstanding.” 

Connections with the community have 
been boosted with the forming of a new par¬ 
ent-teacher association called Friends of 
Spinney School. 


And the board of governors has agreed to 
merge with that of neighbouring Spinney 
Infants from January, ahead of a proposed 
amalgamation of the two schools next year. 

Mrs Yates’ role is to be parachuted into fail¬ 
ing schools and turn them around but she will 
stay on to provide more stability to Spinney 
Junior. 

“I should be going somewhere else but my 
heart has become attached to the school and I 
shall to stay until the amalgamation,” she said. 

“It would be unfair on the pupils to have so 
many different headteachers over such a short 
period.”

We must spend 
more on health 

SIR, As a health professional I 
read with interest the first 
‘Halfon in the Hotseat’ column 
in which Robert Halfon stated 
the Government will increase 
the health budget by £2bn. 

We were told the NHS budget 
was ring-fenced. Wrong. Over 
the next three years over £lbn 
of health money will cross over 
to support social care. Whilst I 
agree health and social care 
must be complementary, I feel 
this decision will only cause 
conflict and confusion. 

What will this pay for? It is 
expected to pay for “re- 
ablement” which means trying 
to keep people independent for 
as long as possible, thereby 
reducing the need to provide 
health care. 

The simple truth is that with 
any degenerative illness such as 
dementia there is a need for 
more health care, not less. 

The other idea is “telecare” 
which is the same principle as 
telephone banking. If you have 
a problem you can make a 
quick call and someone 
somewhere will give you some 
advice. 

The final idea is to cut out the 
social worker, occupational 
therapist or nurse and for you 
to be provided with a range of 
documents to complete so you 
can be given a voucher to 
spend on your own care 
package. The idea has been 
around for several years and 
most agree it doesn’t work, 
doesn’t provide choice and is 
also more expensive than the 
current system. 

Can we honestly see a major 
take-up of any of these ideas? 
There are many faults in the 
current system but to introduce 
these changes at the same time 
as a 26 per cent cut in current 
Harlow services, as well as the 
hidden cuts to our health 
service, is breaking down the 
very principles of care in our 
community. 

These are the real challenges 
and dangers of the spending 
review which will have a direct 
impact on our local health 
services both in the hospital 
and the community. 

These changes will reduce the 
amount of community nurses 


and we can expect to lose up to 
20 per cent of beds at Princess 
Alexandra Hospital. So let’s not 
pretend health is safe under this 
Government as it is not.

£50 as a gesture of goodwill. 

The man, who asked not to be 
named, blamed problems in his 
personal life for what had hap¬ 
pened but was now in the 
process of reimbursing all his 


former students. 

“I didn’t run off with the 
money,” he said. “I had been 
going through a very stressful 
time and, while that’s no excuse, 
things just got on top of me. 

“I had been going through a 
split from my wife after 30 years 
of marriage and I just had to get 
away for four or five weeks. 

“But it was temporary and 
I’m back now, albeit working for 
another company I’ve been a 
driving instructor for 27 years, 
with a good pass rate and noth¬ 
ing like this has happened 
before.”

TWO thugs who carried out an 
unprovoked, attack on a teenager in 
Harlow have been warned by a judge 
not to expect leniency when they are 
sentenced.

(19), of Waterhouse Moor, Harlow, 
admitted causing grievous bodily 
harm to the 17-year-old victim, who 
cannot be identified for legal rea¬ 
sons.

year. 

The court heard that, as a result of 
the injuries he sustained he required 
metal plates in his mouth.

Robin Du Preez, prosecuting, 
said: “These were unprovoked, dru¬ 
nken, random attacks on young¬ 
er youths during which the older vic¬ 
tim suffered a broken jaw.” 


The defendants must now wait 
until December 10 to hear their fate 
after Judge Sarah Straite adjourned 
sentencing at Chelmsford Crown 
Court on Thursday for reports. 

But she warned the pair: “I don’t 
want you to have any ideas of any 
particular leniency. This was a very 
nasty and vicious assault.” 

The pair were released on bail 
with the condition they report to 
Harlow Police between 6-9pm each 
Monday and Thursday until they are 
sentenced.

operational resources are used more 
effectively. 

An analysis of incidents attended 
by Essex County Fire and Rescue 
Service crews over a 15-month peri¬ 
od from April 2009 to June 2010 
showed automatic alarms accounted 
for 28 per cent and, of those, 97 per 
cent were false alarms. 

Chief Fire Officer David Johnson 
said domestic taxpayers should not 
bear the burden of industrial or 
commercial premises failing to 
maintain their AFAs. 

“I am sure that homeowners and 
businesses would rather our fire 
crews and appliances are ready to 
respond to their real emergencies 
rather than them not being available 
because they are sitting outside fac¬ 
tories or offices dealing with yet 
another of the thousands of false 
alarms that the service gets on a 
yearly basis,” he said. 

Under new procedures, firefight¬ 
ers will not respond to AFAs unless 
a follow-up call is received to a con¬ 
firmed fire. However the service 
will still mobilise to alarm calls in 
schools, hospitals and residential 
homes. 

The changes are due to be intro¬ 
duced in February next year. 

Adrian Clarke, Fire Brigades 
Union secretary for East Anglia, 
said he was concerned that premises 
protected by automatic fire alarms 
will see either no attendance by the 
fire service or a severely delayed 
and reduced response which could 
result in fires being able to grow 
and increase the risk to life and 
injury. 

“This would also increase the 
cost of fire losses, increasing insur¬ 
ance premiums and can leave busi¬ 
nesses unable to recover,” he said. 


By-election date 

A BY-ELECTION will be held in 
Sawbridgeworth to fill the East 
Herts District Council seat left 
vacant by independent Nigel Clark. 

Mr Clarke resigned as a councillor 
in September, along with wife 
Deborah who served as an independ¬ 
ent member for Hunsdon - in protest 
at what they claimed was a lack of 
transparency and accountability by 
the Conservative administration.

Jab can help to 
fight off the flu 


W 


INTER approaches and 
with it comes the threat of 
flu. 

Influenza is a highly infectious illness 
that spreads rapidly through the coughs 
and sneezes of people who are carrying 
the virus 

The symptoms can hit quite suddenly and 
severely. They usually include fever, 
chills, headaches and aching muscles, 
usually accompanied by a cough and sore 
throat. 

Because flu is caused by a virus and not 
bacteria, antibiotics are ineffective in its 
treatment. Anyone can get flu but it can 
be more serious for: 

# people aged 65 or over 

# people of any age with a serious 
medical condition (including children 
over six months old). 

If you are in one of these two groups 
you’re more vulnerable to the effects of 
flu - even if you’re fit and healthy - and 
could develop more serious illnesses such 
as bronchitis and pneumonia, which could 
result in hospitalisation. 

Flu can also make existing medical 
condition worse. 

GET THE JAB 

The best time of the year to get a flu 
vaccination is in the autumn. It’s free and 
it’s effective against the latest flu virus 
strains. 

Even if you’ve already had a flu jab in 
previous years, you need another one this 
year. The flu jab may only protect you for 
a year because the viruses that cause flu 
are always changing. 

The H1N1 virus that caused the swine flu 
pandemic last year will still be around 
this winter, so the 2010-2011 seasonal flu 
vaccination will include a vaccine to 
protect against this virus. 

See your GP about the flu jab if you are 



65 or over or if you have any of the 
following problems (whatever your age): 

# a serious heart or chest complaint, 
including asthma 

# serious kidney disease 

# diabetes 

# lowered immunity due to disease or 
treatment such as steroid medication or 
cancer treatment 

% if you have ever had a stroke. 

Your GP may also advise you to have a 
flu jab if you have serious liver disease, 
multiple sclerosis or some other diseases 
of the nervous system. 

If you think you may need a flu 
vaccination, check with your GP, practice 
nurse or your local pharmacist. If a nurse 
visits you regularly, ask about getting 
your flu vaccination.

L AST week was Self 
Care Week which 
aimed to get people, 
especially those with a 
long-term condition, to take 
control by learning about 
how they can better look 
after their own health. 

Self care is how you take 
medicines, treat minor 
ailments and seek help 
when you need it, as well 
as keeping fit and healthy. 
And if you have a long¬ 
term condition, it is about 
understanding that 
condition and how to live 
with it on a day-to-day 
basis. 

People say they want to 
look after their own health 
and most of those with a 
long-term condition tend to 
be experts in their own 
care. But some still do not 
understand their condition 


or are unsure when and 
why they take their 
medicines. 

There are currently around 
15 million people in 
England living with a long¬ 
term condition and 
hospitals has found that a 
significant number of these 
individuals have 
deteriorated to such an 
extent that they have 
required admission. 

Ideally, these patients 
should have access to the 
right care and support so 
they are either self 
managing or, with the aid 
of a nurse or doctor, can 
manage and control their 
symptoms. 

In keeping with the theme 
promoted during Self Care 
Week 2010 and the regional 
evidence, NHS West Essex 
in partnership with The 


Princess Alexandra 
Hospital NHS Trust has 
embarked on a project to 
improve care in the 
community. 

This brings together a 
number of strands of work 
to help ensure that people 
see the right healthcare 
professional in the right 
place at the right time. 

A proportion of this work 
is strengthening the care 
offered by community 
teams, improving 
communication and 
discharges, and enhancing 
access to appropriate 
healthcare services. 
Information and support is 
available both nationally 
and locally.

A S NHS hospitals across county gear 
themselves up for another busy 
winter, the latest figures show that at 
least one in every 10 people who go to 
A&E don’t need to be there.

SPENDING a night outside 
under the stars has been 
taken to a whole new level 
by the latest camping 
craze - blow-up ‘bubble’ 
tents. 

These ingenious see-through 
structures have been designed to allow 
campers to get as close to nature as 
possible. 

But instead of sleeping bags and 
lanterns, the bubbles are equipped 
with beds, wardrobes 
shelves and electric 
lights, making them 
more like portable 
hotel rooms 
than normal 
canvas tents. 

Launched 
earlier this year, 
the bubble 
tents are being 
hired out at 
camping sites 
across France 
for around 
£400 a night. 



The tents have been designed by 
Pierre Stephane Dumas, who 
described them as as ‘unusual huts for 
unusual nights’. 

He told reporters: “Having a night 
under the stars or seeing the sun rise 
and set is not something that many 
people experience, so I designed this 
eccentric shelter with the aim of 
offering an unusual experience under 
the stars while keeping all the comfort 
of a bedroom.” 

One design is completely 

transparent, giving a 360 
degree view of the 
surrounding 
countryside. 

But for campers 
who want a bit 
more privacy 
there is a 
version with a 
see-through 
roof but a 
surrounding 
wall which 
prevents people 
on the outside 
from peering in.

STANLEY CON YARD As you are 

aware there are thousands of people 
in every county taken out of regular 
employment each day to attend jury 
service. This must cost the country 
millions of pounds each year and is a 
huge drain on the economy. Could 
these people be replaced by the 
masses of unemployed who are 
claiming Jobseeker’s Allowance and 
other benefits? 

ROBERT HALFON: Thank you 
Stanley for what is an original 
suggestion. 

As I understand it, you are right that 
the way that jury service works is that 
anyone can be picked, whether you 
are in work or not. 

However, I believe that jury service is 
an important civic duty and helps to 
put ordinary people at the heart of our 
justice system, especially for the most 
serious criminal cases. 

On balance, therefore, I would prefer 
that this system which has stood the 
test of time remains. However, I agree 
with the main point of your question, 
which is about ensuring that people 
who are out of work have an 
opportunity to contribute to society. 


This is why I welcome the 
Government’s plans to help people 
without work engage in community 
and social action. 

For example, we will train a new 
generation of community organisers, 
especially in the most deprived areas. 
We will also use funds from dormant 
bank accounts to establish a Big 
Society Bank, which will provide new 
finance for local neighbourhood 
groups, charities, and social 
enterprises - especially those that 
help to create jobs and support people 
back into work. 

Finally, there are also measures being 
introduced to support charities, like 


Tomorrow’s People and local 

companies like Seetec 

(www. seetec. co. uk/home/where_to_fin 

d_us-l/harlow.aspx ) to help those 

without work with mentoring and 

support. 

I hope that Harlow will be at the 
forefront of this, as we stand to 
benefit from the changes. 

For example, only a few months ago 
the Charities Minister, Nick Hurd, 
visited the town with me to see some 
of the fantastic charities we have here, 
such as Streets2Homes, Rainbow 
Services, the Youth Cafe, and the 
Michael Roberts’ Charitable Trust, 
which runs the Harlow Foodbank.

UNSTOPPABLE

FOR more than 20 years, British director Tony 
Scott has unapologetically catered for the 
tastes of audiences who hunger for slam-bang 
thrills. 

And he’s certainly delivered with high-octane releas¬ 
es including Days Of Thunder, The Last Boy Scout 
and Enemy Of The State. 

During that time, Scott has collaborated four times 
with Oscar-winning actor Denzel Washington and 
the pair are reunited for Unstoppable, a cinematic 
rush of blood to the head inspired by true events. 

It follows the exploits of two men as they try to stop 
a runaway locomotive before it derails, potentially 
killing thousands of innocent civilians. From the 
moment the train chugs away from its hapless 
driver, the film steadily gathers momentum, 
careering through the set pieces which invariably 
involve something being smashed to smithereens. 

In a Pennsylvania rail yard, Dewey (Ethan Suplee) 
foolishly jumps off a slow-moving freight train in 
order to race ahead and change a set of points. 
Unfortunately, the throttle jars forward and the 
carriages speed down the line without a driver or 
any air brakes. 

More worrying, the locomotive includes drums of a 
highly flammable liquids so yardmaster Connie 
Hooper (Rosario Dawson) clears the entire line to 
prevent a head-on collision while her boss Michael 
Galvin (Kevin Dunn) concocts a plan of action to 
minimise the loss of life. 

Further down the line, veteran engineer Frank 
Barnes (Washington) and conductor Will Colson 
(Chris Pine) learn of the impending disaster. With 
little thought to their own safety, the two men 
orchestrate a daring rescue plan to slow down the 
runaway train before it reaches the notorious 
Stanton curve, where it will inevitably derail. 
Unstoppable is a breathlessly orchestrated thrill ride 
that spends the minimum amount of time fleshing 
out Frank and Will as flawed fathers before 
contriving a nightmarish scenario for both men to 
redeem themselves in the eyes of their children. 


Washington and Pine are an appealing double act 
and Dawson is suitably feisty, mocking Dewey for 
complaining that the train got away from him with 
the put-down: “It’s a train, not a chipmunk.” 

The clatter of locomotives over tracks provides 
composer Harry Gregson-Williams with a natural 
tempo for his bombastic orchestrations. 

All aboard for brainless fun.

I t almost seems like a cliche 
to say so but Lotus is really 
on the up. 

Taking a motorshow by the 
scruff of the neck and putting 
everyone else in the shade is a 
hard task for the big boys, so 
for the modestly-sized firm 
from Norfolk to steal the 
limelight at Paris in September 
was something else. 

The five new models on show 
proved that, with the future of 
the company on a sure footing, 
the brilliant engineering 
brains can get on with what 
they do best. 

The Evora has already won 
plaudits as well as the all- 
important hearts and minds of 
the enthusiasts, with the sharp 
chassis and slick exterior 
proving that Lotus can do more 
than develop Elise spin-offs. 

But constant development is 
the key to success which is why 
there’s now an Evora with an 
important extra letter at the 
end. 

‘S’ in this instance stands for 
supercharged, not that the 
regular Evora is short on 
power. The naturally-aspirated 
3.5-litre V6 punches out 276bhp 
and a large chunk of torque, 
but such is the brilliance of the 
chassis that it can handle 
significantly more. The 
addition of a latest-generation

twin scroll supercharger 
brings the corral up to 345bhp 
while the torque takes a big 
jump, too - from 2,000rpm the 
Evora S produces as much 
torque as the standard version 
does at its peak. 

With a lithe kerbweight of 
1437kg, the Evora S can blast 
beyond 170mph and scorch 
from 0-62mph in under five 
seconds. A fast car has become 
a very fast one. 

You won’t be able to spot the 
difference from the outside, 
though. Not unless its wearing 
the stunning new 19/20-inch 
alloy wheel option complete 
with bespoke specification 
Pirelli tyres. 

The Evora remains a very 


attractive car: still clearly a 2+2 
with occasional rear seats, but 
the mix of modern, clean lines 
and the occasional nod to Lotus 
heritage results in a car that 
has a distinct knack of turning 
heads. 

Worldwide sales so far of 1,300 
units is in line with Lotus 
targets but this is still a 
relatively rare car, not 
something that can necessarily 
said about its rivals. 

Getting in requires a little 
forethought - this is a very low 
car after all - but once inside 
the Evora’s cockpit is simple 
and designed to offer a proper 
driving environment. The 
instruments are smart and 
important buttons are housed 
in slick metal-finished pods 


either side of the binnacle. 
With the small wheel close to 
you and the chunky gear lever 
sprouting up close to hand, 
there’s no doubt that it's ready 
for action. 

Fire it up and there’s a little 
more mechanical action going 
on behind your head, although 
you are only faintly aware of 
it. This has not become a noisy 
car despite the addition of the 
supercharger. However, Lotus 
has spent time getting the most 
in terms of aural pleasure 
from the V6 and the optional 
sports exhaust system really 
adds to the character. 

Pull away and the extra torque 
is immediate, right from 
tickover a modest squeeze of 


the accelerator will elicit 
significant forward progress. 
The other talent that makes 
itself known within the first 
half mile is how superbly the 
Evora rides. The ‘S’ has detail 
suspension changes and is 
fractionally stiffer than the 
standard car, and even on the 
biggest wheel option it deals 
with very poor road surfaces 
remarkably well. This is a 
sports car first, of course, so it 
doesn’t hide the surface from 
you, but you are aware of 
what’s going on without being 
bothered by it. 

That is some trick to pull off 
when you start to drive the 
Evora hard. This is a proper 
Lotus; it has the grip, balance 
and delicacy that you wish 
every car could have and every 
bend becomes a chance to 
savour its remarkable talents. 

It has the ability to change 
direction rapidly as a car of 
that configuration should, but 
even when pushing it to the 
limit around a circuit there’s 
no suggestion of it growing 
fangs and biting back. 

The Evora S isn’t short of 
competition at this level - this 
is most definitely Porsche 
territory - but no excuses are 
required. This is a Lotus that 
can take on the best in the class 
and turn buyers’ heads. 

Don’t buy another sports car 
before you’ve driven one.

FAITH Pitman insists it is high 
time she started thinking about 
results with the British judokas 
for the London 2012 Olympics 
set to be selected within the next 
12 months. 

The 25-year-old, above, from 
Hookfield in Harlow, has endured 
a tumultuous past two years 
having had to almost completely 
change her technique in line with 
rule changes introduced after the 
2008 Olympics. 

This had led to inconsistency, 
with Pitman finishing seventh at 
April’s European Championships 
but failing to progress past the 
second round at September’s 
World Champs. 

Pitman is currently preparing for 
a trip to Suwon in South Korea 
for a World Cup event and after 
admitting to finally finding her 
feet, insists now is the time to 
start delivering. 

“It took me a long time to get 
where I am now because there 
were rule changes in the sport 
and I had to regroup but I am 
starting to reap the rewards,” said 
Pitman. 

“The next 12 months are 
massively important because I 
think by the end of next year 
hopefully I will be in a position 
to be selected for the Olympic 
Games. 

“Obviously it will be unofficially 
because they won’t name the 
teams until 2012 but it’s a 
massive year and whoever gets 
selected will ultimately be 
whoever has had the best results. 
Whichever competition you go to 
there is going to be pressure on 
you to get good results but you 
have to be confident they are 
going to come as well. 

“The higher up the rankings you 
are the better, but you have to be 
consistent because the most 
consistent person will get 
selected. 

“It’s all results based and it will 
be very difficult but you can’t go 
into an Olympics not looking like 
you are going to win a medal.” 
Pitman - who is ranked 37th in 
the world in the under 63kg 
category - will travel to South 
Korea next month with a view to 
staying in the Far East for the 
prestigious Tokyo Grand Slam. 
Only those who medal in Suwon 
will be considered for a further 
flight to Japan and Pitman admits 
that the winning mentality is one 
she must adopt from now on. 

“I am hoping to do well in Korea 
and if I could pick up a medal 
that would be fantastic. Things 
are going quite well at the 
moment and I have concentrated 
my training on getting things to 
come together.”

Harlow Town will be missing both full¬ 
backs. Right-back Donny Barnard (knee lig¬ 
aments) will be out for another 10 days 
while left-back Sacha Opinel serves a five- 
match suspension for red cards against 
Brentwood and Wingate & Finchley. 

Wheeler has ruled out bringing in any 
new defenders as he says Bradley Barnes 
and Jon Stevenson can do excellent jobs at 
the back. 

“Barnes can play there. He can do a job 
and on the right-hand side we have Stevo 
[Stevenson]. Technically there are not many 
better players at the club. There is enough 
quality in the squad.” 

However, Wheeler said the club could still
